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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed August 1 1 , 2009 is acknowledged. 
Claim 1 is amended. Claims 2 and 5 are deleted. Now, Claims 1 , 3-4 and 
6-10 are pending.

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 

over the closest reference: Schmidt (US 5 366 809) 

Schmidt discloses an article having a hydrosilylation-curable pressure 
sensitive adhesive thereon. The adhesive comprises components A) to D). 
The pressure sensitive adhesive can be solventless. However, Schmidt 
does not teach or fairly suggest the employment of the claimed reactive 
diluent.
